THE REMNANT LEFT. 


Seven Members of the Parliament ef Can: 
ada, 1858, Yet Living. 

A correspondent writes in The To- 
ronto Globe: During the latter part 
of , 1857, and January, 
1858, a general election of members 
for the Parliament of Canada, then 
embracing Canada east and Canada 
west (Quebec and Ontario), was held, 
and was of more than usual interest 
owing to the demand for representa- 
tion by population and other mea- 
eures advocated by the Reform party 
under the leadership of Mr, Geo. 
Brown. There were s'xty-five mem- 
bers from Canada east and an equal 
number from Canada west, the re- 
presentatives of the latter being, at 
the termination of the polling, whicn 
then lasted during a period of about 
three weeks, 88 Reformers and 27 
Conservatives, Mr. Brown, however, 
being elected in two cdnstituencies— 
Toronto and North Oxford—but even- 
tually resigning the latter constitu- 
ency, Mr. William Macdougall being 
elected in his stead in May, 1858. 

In Canada cast. the Conservatives 
were largely in the majority, and 
thelr votes, added to their allies in 
the western Province, gave the ex- 
isting Macdonald-Cartler Govern- 
ment a substantial majority. Parlia- 
ment met in Toronto in February, 
1858, and of the 65 members from 
Canada west who Were then sum- 
moned to meet in deliberation 63, I 
think, were in attendance, Dr. 
Church of North Leeds and Grenville 
having died meanwhile, and North 
Oxford being without a representa- 
tive until the following May. Mr. 0. 
R. Gowan was subsequently chogen 
to succeed Dr. Church. Of the 68 
members alluded to I believe only 
seven are now living, they and their 
then constituencies being as follows: 
Peol, J. C. Aikins; London, John 
Carling; West York, W. P. Howland; 
North Oxford, Wm. Wfacdougall; 
South Ontario, CU-r Mert; Otta- 
wa, I. W. Scott; South Wellington, 
D, Stirton. 

Of these seven, two were supporters 
of the Macdonald-Cartier Govern- 
ment and five were opponents, I 
have written the foregoing purely 
from memory, but have no doubt 
that the facts I have stated are cor- 
rect, and I allude to them solely as 
interesting reminiscences. 


Climate ef the Klondike. 

Speaking of the climate of the 
Klondike, Mr. Stupart, director of 
the Canadian Metcorologicai Service, 
recently said: ‘ ).o average annual 
mean tempern!: is about 22 de- 
grees; the m- 1... the three summer 
months is 67 degrees, July be-

months: ees below zero, with 
Jan: degrees below. Spring 
ma | lo be open towards the

¢ the 5th of this month. May, 
1 an average temperature of 44 
negrees, is by no means an_ unplea- 
Sant month, and the 23rd is the av- 
erage date of the last frost of spring. 

Daily observations during five 
summers indicate that on the aver- 
age the temperature rises to 70 de 
on or higher on 46 days and to 

degrees or higher on 14 days; 90 
degrees was recorded in Dawson in 
June, 1899, and 95 degrees in July 
of the same year. 

These temperatures with much 
bright sunshine and an absence of 
frost during threes months, together 
with the long days of a latitude 
within a few degrees ef the Arctic 
circle, amply accouat for the success 
so far achieved by market gardeners 
near Dawson in growing a _ large 
variety of garien produce, including 
lettuce, radishes, cabbages, cauli- 
flower, potatoes, and warrant the 
belief that the hardier cereals might 
posstbly be a successful crop both in 
Parts of the Yukon Territory and in 
the far Northern districte of the 
Mackenzie Basin. 


A Modern Newspaper Evil. 

Talking of newspaper headings sug- 
geste a protest against the continual 
breaking of articles to continue on 
some succeeding or other page; more 
often other by the same token. Read- 
ing a daily journal has come to be 
very much like reading a weekly or 
monthly serial, only instead of hav- 
{ng one novel to follow, you have 
half a dozen, the result being that 
you either overlook something that 
you would like to know or lose the 
thread of the argument and have to 
repeatedly turn back. The tendency 
is always nowadays to length, and | 
must confess that I sigh for the good 
old days of pith and brightness, 
when, for instance, The New York 
Sun used to give all the news all 
the time in concise form. ‘hose days 
will return, mark my words, and the 
most successful and most profitable 
paper of the future will be the one 
that gives business men the day’s 
information at the breakfast table 
in Concise and easily digestible form. 
I, for one, never fail to read the 
summary of the news if one is giv- 
en, before entering upon a perusal of 
the main body of the paper. In that 
way I often get possession of news 
that in the hurry would be over- 
looked.—The Captious One, in To- 
ronto Sunday World.

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JOE BOYLE IN JUNEAU. 


Hew the Erstwhile Woodstock, Ont., Man 
Became the Most Popular Man 
in the Far North. 


'The glory of Dawson City has de- 
parted, so far as romance goes, and 
the man from Dawson is glad and 
proud to boast of the fact. Like 
the respectable citizen who has been 
a gay blade in hie youth, the man 
from Dawson will tell of the hot 
times of ’98 and ‘99. But to-day he 
and his town are uninterestingly re- 
spectable. Age has brought wisdom 
to both, but age has not killed 
memory, says Day: by Day in The 
News, Toronto. 

In 1898 there was a very grand 
cabin in Dawson, owned by a man 
who ig well-known in Ontario—Joe 
Boyle, once of Woodstock, after- 
wards of London, Melbourne, New 
York, and various widely separated 
cities. Joe Doyle and his brother 
Charley, the horseman, have been 
rolling stones, but each hag gather- 
od moss, 


Had Brains for Twe. 

The story of the way Joe went to 
Dawson and the adventures he had 
on the journey, would make the av- 
erage novelist sorrowfully admit that 
actualities put imagination out of 
business, so to speak. In '96 Joe 
Boyle was out on the Pacific Coast, 
; whither he had returned from Aus- 
tralia after having had in the Anti- 
| podes ‘an unsucceseful promenade,” 
as our French friends would put it. 
With Boyle had come from AustraHa 
Frank Slavin, in his prime a second- 
rate heavyweight pugilist, who had 
never become a topnotcher owing to 
too much good nature and a reluo- 
tance to adhere to the rules of 
strict training. Slavin had been «& 
placer miner in Australia before ho 
entered the prize ring, and when the 
rush to the gold fields of the Yukon 
began he and Boyle decided to go 
thither. Neither of them had more 
then a few dollars, but Boyle had 
brains for two. He#had a _ good 
education, q taking manner, and a 
physique: that would have helped 
him had he, like his friend, gone in 
for bruising. Even as an amateur 
Boyle was a mighty handy man with 
his fists. 

A Case of Alaska, 

There they were, these two advent- 
urers, stulled in Seattle with hardly 
enough money to keep them for a 
week or so, or to pay for a deck 
passage to Juneau, Alaska. The bus- 
iness man of the twain soon made 
up his mind. It was a case of ‘‘Al- 
aska,’’ and the tickets were bought. 
Five days later, with perhaps ten 
dollars left, they and their scanty 
belongings arrived at Juneau, and 
the next thing was to get more 
cash. Boyle looked around, and 
thought he saw a chance of making 
a stake. He wont to the proprietor 
of the only hall in the town and 
hired it- He and his friend Slavin, 
the world-famed pugilist, would, he 
announced, give a red hot boxing ex- 
hibition in the hall, and no gentle 
man who considered himself to be 
an up-to-date sport would stay 
away. ‘Tickets five dollars. There 
was a printing office in the town, 
and by the afternoon of the fight a 
hundred or so had been sold. Slavin 
and Boyle saw their way to Dawson. 

Quick Change ef Program. 

But things were not quite so rosy 
as they appeared. The territory of 
Alaska is governed direct from Wash- 
ington, and the officer in command 
of the army post at Juneau was a 
strict constructionist. He had been 
instructed to allow no disorderliness 
in the town, and he considered a 
bexing match to he disorderly. The 
opening of the performance was due, 
The hour arrived, and with it the 
commandant and a file of men.

| kept them laughing and applauding 

from the moment he touched the first 
| key. Slavin was as surprised as any 
of the others, 
Boyle as a Monologue Artist. 

Boyle had never told him that he 
knew a note; yet here was Boyle, 
singing songs in a full, rich bart- 
tone, telling storics that sent the 
Argonauts and sailors into fite and | 
generally behaving like a sub-Arctic | 
Grossmith, Slavin smiled placidly; 
lit his pipe, and 
joined the audience. He knew that 
Dawson was a go.

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CANADIAN FISCAL NOTES, 


Mow Gets fer the Yukon Territorial Courts 
and Dawsoa Miatag Court, 


There are two new sets of Canad- 
fan fiscals to chronicle, necessitated 
by the ostablishment of two new 
courte in the far-off territory of Yi- 
kon. In the development of that 
mining district, it became desirable 
to institute new local machinery for 
the prompt settlement of claims, in- 
stead of referring disputes to Ot- 
tawa. One of these is the Yukon 
Ferritorial Court, having general 
jurisdiction, the other the Dawson 
Mining Court, occupying itself more 
particularly with mining claims. 
The fees imposed by both courts are 
represented by revenue stamps affix- 
ed to the papers filed, and each | 
court has a separate scries. Bach 
series consists of six values, 10, 25 
and 50 cents, and $1, $2, and $8, all 
of one goneral design and color, but 
with varied frames. In the formor 
series, which are steel blue stamps, 
the central vignette is a seated fig- 
ure of Justice. Above the figure is | 
the title ‘Yukon Territorial Court 
Law Stamp,”’ below 
The stamps are rectangular, 38mm.

These two sets will doubtless be 
scarce for some time to come, 
though thty can probably be ob- 
tained unused at face in Dawson. So 
long as the documents on which they 
are used have any legal value the 
cancelled stamps cannot be removed 
from them.—Ottawa, March 2, 1903, 
Philatelic Era. 


Amusing Top That Any Boy Can Make.

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Canadian Northern Grading 
Operation 


J.K.Cornwall has returned to 
Edmonton after a three week’s trip 
to Battleford and other points. 
He spent some time at the head of 
Canadian Northern construction 
work in the vicinity. 

Grading operations are now in 
full blast pt a point fifty miles west 
of Battleford, Within three weeks 
over nine hundred teams will be 


r put to work between the Vermilion 


and Battleford. The contracto: ; 
are pushing the work with all div- 
patch and will undondtedly finish 
the grading to beyond the Ver- 
milon this fall. Fort Pitt is now 
being made the base of operations 
for supplies. This point is 200 
miles east of Edmonton. 

The temporary bridge over the 
Saskatchewan at Clark’s Crossing 
is practically completed. This 
temporary structure has been erect- 
ed so as to make it possible to Jay 
the steel beyond the South Sas- 
katchewan without waiting for con- 
struction of the permanent bridge. 
The line rune from Clark’s crossing 


to the big bend of the North Sas-|- 


katchewan river where it’ crosses 
to the north side on another tem- 
porary bridge. These temporary 
bridges are sufficiently strong to 
allow the passage of construction 
and steel-laying trains. The rail- 
way again crosses back to the 
south side of the river at a point 
six miles west of Battleford. 

Over two thousand teams are 
working at different points scatter. 
ed over a distance of upwards of 
three hundred miles. As the 
several uncompleted sections in 
this distance are finished the 
teams and grading outfits will be 
moved west of Battleford. Mal. 
colm McCrimmon is at present 
grading at Battleford and will be 
moved west within ashort time. 

Great efforts are being made to 
push construction work with all 
possible vigor and the season has 
been very favorable. If the fall 
remains open the end of the grade 
will be well within seventy-five 
miles of Edmonton before the snow 
flies. This is easily possible if the 
same progress continues to be 
made this year. A large party is 
now at work near Bresaylor,

Adulteration of Foods 


——— 


Ottawa, Aug. 13.—Adulteration 
of foodstuffs bas attracted the min-! 
isters attention. Spices and jams 
are the worst mixture. Ananalysis 
recently madeof papers, alspice, 
mixed spices cassia and cinnamon, 
cloves and ginger, showed that of 
188 samples collected only 88 were 
genuine; 7 of the remainder were 
classed as doubtful, and 93 as 
adulterated. The examination 
showed the presence of chips and 
dirt, charcoal, hairs, stone, husks 
and shells, sand and sweepings. 

Since then an analysis made of 
raspberries, strawberries, plum, 
peach and miscellaneous jams and 
jellies, went to show that only 14 
samples out of 74 were genuine, 5 
were classed as doubtful and 55 as 
adulterated, containing glucose, 
coal, tar, dyes, salicylic acid and 
other foreign substances.
